INDIGNANT AT 
DEVASTATION 


Passes Resolution Denouncing to 
Civilized World Acts of 
Germans

PARIS, Apri! 1.—The senate yester- 
day showed its wrath at the devasta- 
tion in horthern France by voting a 
réedlution denouncing to the civilized 
world the acts of the Germans, de- 
mantting that the authorities be pun- 
ished, and resolving to continue the 
war until German imperialism and 
militarism are definitely crushe 
The resolution was prepared by Sen- 
ator HMenrt Cheyon, member of the 
committee on war damages which 
visited the evacuated region on the 
Somme after the recent retreat. His 
speech on the resolution, as well as 
that of Minister of Justice Viviani, 
brought repeated and prolonged ap- 
plause, aid the senate voted that the 
two addvesses be posted in all public 
li France, 
ior Cheron said that Germany, 
as a atory of The Hague conver 
tion, gave a guarantee against the 
abuse of personal property. This has 
been treated as a simple scrap of ps 
per, he said, and it would be nec 
sary ‘to go back ages to find such acts 
of savagery and devastation as the 
committee-found in northern France. 

“We visited a number of cities and 
about fifty villages,” said Senator 
Cheron, “Everywhere it was pillage 
and systematic devastation. In a Ger- 
man cemetery we found a statue of 
peace. It is true that in the same 
cemetery a tomb was violated, a coffin 
opencd and emptied of its remains 
and filled with filth. 

“At Chauny the Germans destroyed 
everything by fire and explosion. 
There remained nothing of this city 
except a suburb, In this suburb the 
Germans concentrated the inhabit 
ants of a certain number of localities 
and then bombed the suburb, makir 
a number of victims. For these 
crimes there must be triple punish- 
ment, that of international law, penal 
law and the victory of civilization, 

“No one today would think of mak- 
ing peace with such criminals; any 
such transaction would be treason 
The hatred against Germany today is 
the most holy of duties.” 

Minister Viviani in the name of the 
government associated himself with 
the conclusions of Senator Cheron, 
saying: “Thefts, incendiaries and as- 
sassinations constitute not only at- 
tacks on international honor, but are 
crimes of common law which 
be the object of enforcement. 
are derived from the mediocre 
chology of the Germans,”

Efforts are certain to be made to 
put through a universal military train- 
ing bill, even if President Wilson does 
not endorse it There will be much 
opposition to it, particularly if the 
belief gaing ect that such leg 
islation will pave the way for the 
sending of an expeditionary force to 
the European battlefields,

PETROGRAD, April 1.--"No seri- 
ous activity may ‘be expected on this 
front in the near future, The melt 
ing snow, Wheh renders the roads and 
rivers impassible, precludes any big 
operations.” This declaration of the 
Russian war minister, Alexander Gui- 
ehkoff, at staff headquarters, after a 
visit to the northern front, appears to 
dissipate the alarm created by the 
startling warning of the war minister 
a week ago that the capital itself 
was menaced by a threatened rman 
attack It was argued at the time of 
the enunciation of the minister's 
warning, which was the culmination 
of a series of simil declarations 
from the other ministries, and by the 
president of the duma, that mobiliza- 
tion of enemy forces along the nor- 
thern front was seized upon as a pre- 
text by the new government to arouse 
the army and the working men ‘to a 
realizetion of the responsibility rest- 
ing on them and stem the tide of dis- 
organization which threadgaed to 
break down the efficiency of the army. 
Whether or net the danger was ex- 
aggerated, the effect of the warnings 
has been to arouse a sentiment of 
patriotism among soldiers and work- 
men never before witnessed in Rus- 
pi On the other hand, the war of- 
fice was evidently at that time con- 
vinced of the immense danger, as evi- 
denced by a statement made to the 
Associated Press that “the Germans 
plan to attempt an immediate march 
on Petrograd,”

should have been given, and which constituted the fourth prize. In this 
connection it is only neceswary to say at the present time that the com- 
plete records in the contest were turned over to chartered accountants, 
who were asked to make a full and final report as to the winners, That 
report has been presented, and Tho Bulletin believes it to be absolutely 
fair, a belief which the public will doubtless share, and which will, this 
paper is conficent, be amply proved when this action comes to trial, if it 
ever does. An injunction restraining The Bulletin from destroying or 
defacing any of the records of the contest was also applied for and 
granted by Mr. Justice Beck, It is hardly necessary to state in this con- 
nection that such an order was entirely unnecessary, as The Bulletin 
has not, nor never had any intention of doing anything which this order 
now restrains it from doing, 

lt will be remembered that this is the same Mr. Seegar who sub- 
mitted an affidavit in the Krugar action against The Bulletin, in which 
he stated that he had received certain improper information from the 
Contest Manager, and that he had been allowed to pay in certain money 
contrary to the rules of the contest li would appear that he has now 
reconsidered the matter and has come to the conclusion that he is en- 
titled to share in the distribution of the prizes. It will also be remembered 
that this is the same party mentioned tn the affidavit of the Manager of 
The Bulletin as having requested a return of the money he had turned in 
dufing the contest, and stated that if his sequent wus not granted he 
would make trouble for the paper. It is probably unnecessary to add 
any further explanation a¢ to the present action in which Mr. Beegar is

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than $2,500 was distributed weekly, 
and the average wage was a little 
more than $9. Of the 256 employees, 
i4 were experienced before they 
tarted at the factory, 94 were de- 
pendent upon ‘their earnings, and 70 
lived with their parents; 37 of them 
had done other work before entering 
the factory, and their average earn- 
ings were $6.02, against the average 
of $9 at the factory. All paid an 
average of $4 per week for board, 
and only eight failed to earn that 
amount this week. 
Alderman Kinney’s Reply. 

Ald. Kinney said that any legisia- 
tion that interfered with profits was, 
of course, not popular with those who 
were in any business for profit, as. 
for instance, ‘the Prohibition Act. If 
the existing conditions in the province 
were in line with the act, then it 
would inflict no hardship on anyone, 
but if there was grievous objection to 
the spirit and provisions of the pro- 
posed measure, it simply proved the 
necessity for it. Owing to the lack 
of organization among women work- 
ers, there were practically no stand-

The title he thus adopted, which Is a 
Slavonic form of Caesar, has contin- 
ued in popular use to this day, al- 
though sinee Veter the Great the Rus- 
sian rulers have borne officially the 
title of Emperor. Ivan IIL, has been 
surnamed “the Great” in Russian his- 
tory, in which he is one of the most
